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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Jun. 4, 2007 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 1-50 and 53-61 have been cancelled. Claims 51-52 as currently amended are pending, 

2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have limited claims 51-52 to the combination of Loratadine or 
descarboethoxyloratine and compound 32. The particular combination differs from the 
prior art of record 2004/0198743 in picking and choosing the instant compound 32. The 
closest compound of the Hey et al. '743 is the first compound of page 2 which differ from 
the instantly claimed compound in that the instant compound 32 has a 1-pyridinyl moiety 
which has a meta amino group to the linkage point while the prior art has a pyrimidine 
with a para-amino substitution. Further among the picking and choosing guidance, the 
closest compound was not guided to be of choice (see Ki, table 5). The rejections under 
35 use 103(a) or the double patenting of the obviousness type are dropped. The instant 
limited compound 32 has the preferred Ki range as disclosed on page 129, therefore, the 
rejections under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph is dropped. Claims 51-52 are alalowed. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
